EVERY once in a while in all well-regulat- 
ed societies the agc-ojd question of 
women comes to the fore. Sometimes per- 
plexity arises as to whether a woman is a 
person. Sometimes her mental capacity is 
questioned. Sometimes there' arc enquiries 
into whether or not she should be allowed 
•«--to work at certain occupations, or again 
lofty governing' bodies may demand to 
know what right she has to presume to 
any sort of equality with men. . 

But most of these questionings are" of 
mere passing- interest. They appear in the 
headlines for a week and are then forgotten 
forever. There is one difficulty, however, 
:?M'hich seems to resent attempts to force it 

• ' into oblivion, and that is woman's right to 

take part in the government. It has come- 
up over and over again and apparently, 

• will continue to attract attention for many 
: a long day to come. It took years of agita- 
tion to move the stubborn males, but at 
last one suffragette threw her.self under a 
horse and men clicked their tongues and 

, .said that thing.s had yone far enough now 
..that .sport wa.-s no longer unmolested. So 
if^-^women got thé voté. 

■ To prove that McGill can legitimately 
revel in the knowledge that it is a well- 
regulated .society, the question of women

Every ago, relative to Uiose beforo it, is 
new, and the atnount of change, or perhiipa ad- 
vancement, over its immediate predecessor, is 
termed by its people as Its modernity;— In this 
case, the change is In music,' and therefore we get 
Modern Music. 

Students of literature are well acquainted with 
tho Classic and Itomantic periods Into which tho 
writings of- the last mlllcnlum' have been dlvldcdi. 
The transposition from the one lo the other has 
taken place within the last two liiindi-oa ycir.s, and 
was a natural adjustmenl oC ijoeis and writers lo 
a change in the mode of thought. One is apt. to for- 
get that tliesc names wcro given only after each 
period had clap.sed, and wore , accepted when their 
historical perspective w'as clear enough lo b« 
Judged as^ono unit. '\Vo call our own ago modorn, 
but even eur-chlldrpn will not- do '«o. l''or all wo 
know, this age may be called Mechanistic. Archi- 
tecture is following slcel and concrete structural 
lines. Fainting and scuiptur* is becoming an In- 
volved' geometrical study of .cubts and nplral.s, 
while music is losing lis sweet soft' appeal, and is 
becoming imitative of the sounds of man-nmde 
contraptions, as is only too evident on lisleiiing to 
tli« latest numbers. . 

^lusical periods follow very closely, tiie^ CIosh- 
Ical and Romantic periods of Literature, and are 
called by tho !>uii\u nuuics. All tho arts of any par- 
ticular age, to he a true e.^iiresslon ot the peoplA, 
must have sonic slmllarliy between llicni. Tlio re- 
lation between Music and Literature Is very close, 
both express feelings and thoughts, tho one' de- 
finitely, and the other uuggesti\'cly. liccause of this 
Music is allowed more emotional scope, ivhlle at 
the same time keupir.g away^/rom liyslerlii. It has 
been salU that If the musical charuclers portrayed 
In th(i orchestra were uTiowed on tho stage, police 
Intervention would be Immediate, 

Contemporaneous composers iiave become tired 
of ihe Humaiulo niu.slo ot the Victorian age, and 
are looking for :juiiielhliig new. Tim result Is modern 
niu.sic. The iiiiieleentli century eiaboruïenoss and 
finicky detail is being frowned upon by all the 
arts, ajid the- inevitable reaction Ims been for 
something severe. X characteristic of ono type u( 
tills new music is a disregard for the acoopted Ijpos 
of nitlody and liainioiiy. Klats and aiiarps are not 
in.sef'led because usage demands it, hut rather be- 
cause at a definite purpose in tlie mind of the com- 
poser; as a result the music -sounds foreign, to our 
ears. Rhythm usually follows tho accepted 
Ktjndard.^;, slnfje ll is fundamentally dependent upon 
steady boats of time, but uequonce of notes, can 
vary, uud .does as wo know. An cxperlepcod 
musician, tan lell the composer, or at least the 
nationality, of almost any piece of music thai lie 
is hearing for the first time.,,', ,,,, '. 

X'eople that bear a dislike for modern music 
sjioiild keep ill mind the I'act that all ilc|;arture» 
from tUc traditional routes arc at first unattractive, 
This is mainly because we have not heard this new 
music before, having been brought up on a diet of 
the classics. The English Madrigals, mentioned 
above, attract our aHentloii iuj a curlcjsily, but can 
never be expeuleJ lo i-oplacc wlmt hu-q Hiiice be- 
come our Blandaid muiilc. Tlicy h.4U)1'1 iryl^; (y)'pit'il 
when first lieurd, and w« feci iliat -ivp cgnl(l^Jj^rilly 
gut used (o them; yet, in spile ot all, Kpel^f^A Ici: 
tho world in tills type of music for many yoarij, 
Modern music affects us in u. similar iiianncr; we 
revolt from 11 at firet, but soon wonder whetiior or 
not there is something to it. Only fools would dc 
nouncc it; if >vo should do fio, future gencrallons 
will laugh at pur narrowinindedncss and hick of 
foresight. ISach movement uc.l^l.o'vcu soi)ie good, liut 
much «xpe|'imonlatjM^^^^BMa>y. This new music 
of ours is still In iu^mc^rlnioptal stage, but wiiep 
it has ctitablislicd itself, coming muslciiins will 
find it will go down into history, duly closulfled und 
completed.

Bell System Survey Shows 
Brilliant Scholars Earn More 



(By Eschanco Service) 
The Bell Telephone syslom has re- 
cently completed a survey to dcter- 
mlno the success of college graduates 
in, relation to the number o£ factors 
In their colleso life. UsIuK the pres- 
ent salary, related to the number of 
year.s since graduation, us a ertterlon 
ot success, thQ research t(ike8 Info 
considcruUpn . high scholarship, sub- 
stantial campus achievement, early 
i;riidualion and Immcdluto permanent 
employment. 

The resulting ' charts made by » 
unified organization audi as the Bell 
System, may be considered us un ex- 
cellent liidex. ScIiolarahI)> la the most 
Influential ot tho four elements con- 
sidered. Thirty years after sradualion, 
those men who graduated in tho first 
tenth of their class were drawing sal- 
aries sl.\ty per cent over the group 
average; those In tho first third, 
twenty-six per cent over, those. In the 
middle third, four ■ per cent under, 
and the salaries of those In the lower 
third ot their class were twenty per 
cent under the average. 
The Influence of campus 



ment ranks second. Those with sub- 
stantial aclilcvcmenl were twenty per 
cent above the average attci' twcnty- 
tlvc ycai^.s; those with aomo .achieve- 
ment, nine per cent above; while 
those with no achievement were nine 
per cent under the average. 

Tho research also showed that for 
the s.ime leftgth ot employment the 
salaries ot those Bniduoles who start- 
ed to' work for tho Boll Syste;n with- 
in a year after their graduation were 
couHliJorably above the salaries ot 
men who waited three yoara or more. 
The ."iaino proportion existed between 
the men who graduated at the age of 
twenty or twonty-onc, and thoso who 
graduated ut twenty-foUr or over. 

The percentage of coltcBo expenses 
earned scciiis to be of. very Jllllo sig- 
nificance. Although this seem.s at 
first to be distinctly surprising, upon 
further reflection there appears to be 
a cause for it. The expense-earning 
collegian must sacrifice somthlng in 
the opportunity for reading, tor in- 
formal social contacts and, more Im- 
portant, the opportunity tor roflcc- 
llon and tor gaining a broad' perspec- 
acliieve- tlvc on their college work.

velopment ot the Btudcnt'B powers." 

The sludi'Ml at Surah l^wrciicc 
must have Icitiurt Unie In which to ex- 
plore tho by-paths leading oft the 
main highway of Interest, tho plan 
further stipulutes. 

The student in Uiis college lias 
" throe major courses a year. Some time 
during the two years, .she studies In 
each of four fields— art, modern lan- 
guages and literature, natural science, 
and social science. 

A syllabus in each course la given 
tho .student to help her In Independent 
■H ork, which is done with the help ot 
an instructor. Classes arc conducted 
as round-table discussions, and meet 
once a Aveek for two hours, with in- 
dividual halt-hour conferences each 
week. This simplified schedule is so 
planned as to leave atretchoa ot time 
for uninterrupted work, Miss Warren 
{loints out. 

Betides the three major 
•(ich student is enrolled in one activi- 
ty. The numerous activities are plan- 
ncd in tho regular curriculum, and 
are conducted under the supervision 
of advisers who arc tor the ntoat part 
jnofesslonally experienced. 

■There is no grading system at 
Harah l.;iwnn..r t;ollcsc. A Board of 
O.utsldc Kxaiiiinors, however, offers 
examinations each year, wlil'li arc 
optional for students who wish to dis- 
i:ovcr exactly "whore they stand." 

■Additional courses arc open to etu- 
(luiils as ILstcners, and the girls are 
Iic'.d K sponaible by .-idvlsers lor a ccr.;

The speaker point- 
ed to the siicccsa achieved by the 
methods usci*. at present such as the 
l,caguc of Nations, tho Hague Con - 
feroncc and the varloua dlsarnuuncnt 
conferences. 

Tho uiniindi.atlon ot women Is une 
ot .the greatest, factors working for 
peace that we vonld have: women will 
not SCO llicir men •■iisli out to tlir 
1-atlleflolil to gel bayoncta atcck In 
them ami lliiir faces stepped on by 
tho hobnailed boots ut the enemy. 
Civil wars, loo are avoidable, for we 
no longer sec bloody 'but bloodless 
revolutions. 

Conferences Useless 
As the Napoleonic War.-j ended with 
the great Congress of Vienna, alatcd 
Edgar Cohen for McCilll, so, did the 
Orcat AVnr of l!Mt-l.S end with the 
conference at Ver.sallles and the vari- 
ous iiicclin(.-s which have since fol- 
lowed. And, he contended, these con- 
ferences arc doing no more good lhan 
did the settlement achieved at A'Icnna 
Wllh Ccrmany' clamoring for the 
Danzig corridor, Hu^sla Is'sttlng manl- 
fcsloe.M to the rest of the u^orld, Soulli 
America In a ptrpcfual state of re- 
bellion and turmoil, and with Italy 
and Franco holding a warship build- 
ing contest It would be foolhardy to 
slate tliat w:ir was Inevilal'lc. 

Hitherto, nation.s have refused lo 
consider any limitation of armaments 
other tlian' naval. This Is because 
they know that the next war will be 
fought not by slow moving ships but 
In the air, and with the a'i'd' ot' deadly 
poisons and disease germ.t. In view 
ot the present conditions of strife, in 
view' ot the failure ot tho League of 
Nations, In view ot the fallnrc, too, 
of tho nitions to ngreo lo limit ar- 
maments, the spcalicr asserted, we 
must judge that the millcnium Is far 
off .md thai war ciiHKbt Hb avoided. 

In contradiction ot Cohen, Mr. Bld- 
dlc, who concluded for tho negative 
stated thrl tho I-oaguo ot Nation; 
has not failed; on the' other li iiid it 
has now found Its weak siiots and l.« 
ready to rcncdy these. By education, 
not scholastic, but education aa to the 
habits and nianner.s 'ot other" p'cbplos 
will war be avoided. ' To thls 'means 
present day communication methodi 
are ot groat .naslstanco. Also a bettor 
view of th« ethical and moral aspects 
of life arc helping to cml war forever. 

After tho decision ofUho Judges, 
was rondeicd, tlic floor was thrown 
open to discussion.

Liuiing July Canadian 
paper was exported to 33 countries 
ranging through the ; alphabet from 
Australia to LTruguay. 'J'he Dominion 
is the largest producer In tlic world 
ot printl::g paper. "While Canada's 
courses, ,„-in,;ipal export of ))apcr is for 
printing purposes, there is an inter- 
esting variety of other paper jiro- 
ducta. "Wrapping 'pai>«"i wHtlng pa- 
per and wail paper are exported. In 
June, more than a million .pounds of 
paper wall boards for building pur- 
poses were shipped lo the United 
Kingdom alone. 

The development ot the pulp and 
paper industry ia due to a great ex- 
tent of the existence In Canada of 
abundant water powers which are ad- 
Ja centfttSjSUifci '^ c.xtenaivo forest rc- 
soJi^S'^^'puIpwood Bpccies. The 
.exportation ot raw pulpwood has In- 
creased very little since 1912. while 
tho quantity consumed in (Canadian 
pulp mjlla has incrcajicd five fold dur-
